OUR FRONTISPIECE 


JOSEPH LE ROY HARRISON 


Those who frequent the Forbes Library 
at Northampton, Mass., are impressed with 
the facility with which desired books may 
be obtained, and feel at home in the pleasant 
well-arranged rooms there provided for 
study. Those more fortunate than others 
may have had the pleasure of meeting, in 
his cozy office, a quiet, courteous gentleman 
of the old school, the head of the library, 
Joseph LeRoy Harrison. 

He has served as ‘‘Forbes Librarian” since 
1912, and has assimilated there the two book 
collections of the city—for the former 
Public Library is now combined with Forbes 
Library — and thus Northampton has an 
unusual library, both in size and in selection, 
for a city of its size. 


Mr. Harrison was born at North Adams, 
Mass., in 1862, and received his education at 
Drury Academy and Cornell University. 
He early decided to go into newspaper work, 
and was connected with the editorial depart- 
ment of the New York Commerical Advertiser 
from 1885 to 1888, and then for two years 
was Washington correspondent of that paper. 
About this time Melvil Dewey was organ- 
izing the first library school and librarian- 
ship was becoming a recognized profession. 
Shortly after this school moved to Albany, 
Mr. Harrison enrolled, and was graduated 
in 1893 with the degree of B.L.S. He imme- 
diately found an opening in the New York 
State Library, whence, after two years, he 
was called to the librarianship of the Provi- 
dence (R. I.) Athenaeum, a position he held 
until, in 1912, he went to Forbes Library, 
Northampton. 

He joined the A. L. A. in 1892, and has 
attended sixteen conventions of that Asso- 
ciation, and has long been a member of the 
Massachusetts Library Club, the New York 
State Library Association, and the Western 
Massachusetts Library Club. He is a mem- 
ber of the Sons of the American Revolution 
and Society of Colonial Wars. For years 
he served as treasurer of the Library Art 
Club and the Northampton Historical 
Society. In 1912 he received the degree of 
Master of Library Science from the Univer- 
sity of the State of New York. 

Mr. Harrison has compiled and published 
several books — ‘“‘Cap and Gown,’’ some 
college verse, 1893; ‘‘With Pipe and Book,”’ 
a collection of college verse, 1898; ‘In 
College Days,’’ recent ’varsity verse, 1901; 
also other collections of poetry in collabora- 
tion with William Haynes. In 1895 he 
issued (with W. G. Forsyth) ‘‘Guide to the 
Study of James McNeill Whistler.” 

When you go to Northampton be sure and 
make yourself known to the genial Forbes 
Librarian, or late every fall he may be found 
at the Lake Placid Club in the Adirondacks, 
of which he is a charter member.

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MAGAZINE NOTES 


Advocate of Peace, now for some time a quarterly, 
completed vol. 93 covering 1931, issued vol. 94, no. 1, 
March, 1932, called that one issue a whole volume, 
included vols. 93-94 in one title and index, and will 
with vol. 95, no. 1, June, 1932, change its name to 
World Affairs. It looks as though the dove of peace 
was refusing to alight. 

Courrier des Etats- Unis. With June 3, 1932, the 
daily edition was discontinued. The weekly is also 
suspended, but the Sunday is still issued and all sub- 
scriptions to the daily or weekly will be filled with 
Sunday ($3.00 a year). 

Graphic, the well-known London weekly (1869-), 
capitulated to the changes forced upon so many 
periodicals, and became a 6-penny weekly called 
National Graphic. April 28, 1932, was the first 
under the new name and smaller size, vol. 135, no. 
3255, but even this died July 14, 1932. April 28 
was also called new series, vol. 1, no. 1, an awkward 
arrangement as the change occurred in the middle of 
a volume. In 1931 Graphic had four volumes, and 
therefore vol. 135 should have ended with March, 
1932, but it went right on. A curious bibliographic 
freak is the issue of a‘‘ Dummy” number of National 
Graphic dated March 17, 1932, and called new series, 
vol. 1, no. 1. This looks in every way like a real 
issue, and will doubtless bob up many times in the 
future to bother us. 

Journal of Cellular and Comparative Physiology is a 
new and important periodical. $5.00 the volume, of 
six bi-monthly numbers. 

Journal of Negro Education is a quarterly which 
began April, 1932. $2.50. 

Journal of Pediatrics starts July, 1932. $8.50 the 
year. A new periodical worth consideration in its 
field. 

Management Methods is the new name of System. 
Vol. 61, no. 1, January, 1932, marked the change. 
So our old and troublesome friend System has again 
disappeared. 

Monograph Series (formerly called White Pine 
Series of Architectural Monographs) has been merged 
in Pencil Points in a peculiar way. During 1932 
there will be a section in the March, May, June, 
August, October, and December issues of Pencil 
Points, entitled Monograph Series. Pencil Points 
for March, 1932 (vol. 13, no. 4) contains Monograph 
Series, vol. 18, no. 1. It has its own pagination (165- 
180) and is also paged into Pencil Points as pages 
249-264. So it will not be possible to remove the 
one from the other for separate binding without ren- 
dering Pencil Points defective. The publisher is 
printing extra sheets, however, so that for $2.00 
the Monographs may be had at the end of the year in 
separate form. 

Nation’s Business. In these days of stress and 
uncertainty, every library should make available in 
its reading room WNation’s Business, that monthly 
issued by the United States Chamber of Commerce.

Outlook. Our old friend of many years (Christian 
Union, 1870-1893, Outlook from 1893) has_indefi- 
nitely suspended. With March, 1932, it became 
monthly, but April is the final issue. It tried to keep 
up with the changing times, but could not.

There is a possibility of its resump- 
tion in the fall under new ownership.

WALTER, FRANK K. Periodicals for the Small 
Library, sixth edition. 

Probably no field of printing has changed more 
rapidly in recent years than the periodicals we read. 
Librarians are confronted annually with the problem 
of what magazines should be dropped, or added when 
subscriptions fall due for renewal. 

Mr. Walter, in these little pamphlets, has done a 
most valuable service, for his conclusions are based on 
votes of over 200 librarians, and his list is carefully 
annotated. There are 220 periodicals included. 
The early part of the book is given to a full statement 
of the details of proper use and binding of, and sub- 
scriptions to, periodicals in libraries. 

Even though dated 1932, there are already over 
twenty changes of price, name, or periodicity and we 
predict that the year 1932 will see many more than 
ever before. We suggest that the next edition should 
give more of the two- and three-year subscription 
prices, as they are advantageous to libraries and are 
used more and more. We fear St. Nicholas cannot 
yet be had for two years for less than $5.00, nor Sat- 
urday Evening Post two years except at $3.50. It 
should be noted that no library should pay more than 
$3.00 for National Geographic.

In 1931 this compiler issued his list, annotated, of 
current reference publications of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, a book of 96 pages (still in print $1.50). 
Now only one year later comes this Supplement of 
135 pages — indicating the very wide field covered by 
our government in its printed or mimeographed helps. 
The alphabetical index at the end seems truly to 
cover almost every subject anyone could wish, from 
living cost in Itaq to kinds of lighting plugs used in 
foreign countries, or Librarianship as a career. 

This Supplement and its 1931 predecessor will be of 
use especially in small libraries, as so much of the 
material is to be had free.

LIBRARIES IN THE UNITED STATES IN 1849 


We believe our readers will scan with much interest this classification and Tabular view of Libraries in 
the United States as made by Charles C. Jewett of the Smithsonian Institution in 1849. We reprint it from 


Smithsonian Reports, 1851.—[Ed. 


In the following Table are exhibited, in seven 
classes, the number of libraries in each State, with 
the number of volumes which they contain — gath- 
ered from the foregoing notices. These several 
classes of libraries may be characterized, in general 
terms, as follows: 

1. State libraries, including those of the general 
government and of the executive departments, and 
those of the State courts. Almost all the States in 
the Union have organized State libraries. Those 
which have not, possess collections of books which 
will ere long serve as the foundations of such Libraries. 
These libraries are composed, to a great extent, of 
public documents of the general and State govern- 
ments, with works on statistics, political economy, 
history, &c. Some of them, as the Library of Con- 
gress, the New York State library, &c., take a much 
wider range, and are extremely valuable collections 
for general reference. 


2. Social libraries, including athenzums, lyceums, 
young men’s associations, mechanics’ institutions, 
mercantile libraries, &c. — These libraries are gen- 
erally composed of popular works for reading rather 
than for reference. But among them are many of 
the best collections in the country. We think, that 
any one, looking over the catalogues of these libraries, 
would be surprised and gratified to find them gener- 
ally so well selected. 

In some States, almost every town has, under some 
name, a social library. Most of these collections, it 
is true, are very small, containing less than a thousand 
volumes; but there doubtless are a great many, far 
more considerable in size, which have been uninten- 
tionally overlooked. 


3. College libraries, (exclusive of students’ libra- 
ries.) — Our colleges are mostly eleemosynary insti- 
tutions. Their libraries are frequently the chance 
aggregations of the gifts of charity; too many of 
them discarded, as well nigh worthless, from the 
shelves of the donors. This is not true of all our 
college libraries; for among them are some very 
important collections, chosen with care and competent 
learning, purchased with economy, and guarded with 
prudence, — though ever available to those who wish 
to use them aright. 

4. Students’ libraries, in colleges, professional 
schools, academies, &c. — The societies formed by 
students in our seminaries of learning, for mutual 
improvement in debate and composition, for the 


most part possess libraries. These are generally 
useful collections of books of a popular character. 
Sometimes (in Yale College particularly) they are 
large, well selected, and admirably arranged and 
kept. Dust seldom gathers on the books in such 
collections. : 


5. Libraries of professional schools and incorporated 
academies. 

This class includes theological seminaries, law 
schools, medical colleges, and military academies as 
well as high schools, generally termed in this country 
“academies.” The professional schools, several of 
them, possess the best special libraries in the country. 
These institutions (particularly the theological) are 
so frequently connected with academies, that it was 
found most convenient to group them together. The 
notices in the body of this work will generally enable 
the reader to subdivide this class, as well as the other 
classes, if desired. 


6. Libraries of Learned Societies, — scientific, lit- 
erary and historical. These libraries are mostly 
composed of the Transactions of similar societies and 
of periodicals which contain the current records of 
science and letters. They have been mostly procured 
by donation and exchange. Some of these collections 
are extensive and important. The historical societies 
are doing great service in gathering and guarding the 
precious memorials of our early annals. 


7. Public School Libraries. Several of the states 
have taken great interest in supplying every township 
and school district with a library. Other states have 
commenced such collections, and it is to be hoped that 
they may be greatly multiplied. They are not in- 
tended for pupils alone, but for all the population of 
the district or township to which they belong. They 
are composed of valuable books, designed and adapted 
to communicate useful knowledge in a popular way, 
and to cultivate all the higher elements of character. 
They are in continual use, and it is impossible to over- 
estimate their beneficial influence. 

Another class of libraries of which it has not been 
in my power to collect the statistics comprises Sunday 
School Libraries. The aggregate number of books 
which they contain is very great. These books, 
though mostly for juvenile readers, are always of a 
moral or religious tendency, and they have vast 
influence in forming the intellectual as well as the 
moral character of the people.
